Turns Pep Rally 


Crowd Proves Partisan 


BY PAM TROBOY 
A partisan crowd of about 125 
gathered Wednesday night at Sigler 
E lem en tary School to m eet the 
candidates in the Nov. 2 general 
election. 
Billed by the American Assn. of 
University Women and League of 
Women Voters as a chance to hear the 
views of all candidates before making 
a selection, the evening at times 
resembled mini-pep rallies. 
Most of those attending wore but­ 
tons or 
stickers 
indicating 
their 
presidential or local choice, and much 
of the response seemed to come from 
concentrated areas of the audience, 
depending on which candidate was 
speaking 
At least two of the candidates 
recognized the biased nature of the 
group and Connie Armstrong, running 
for S tate R epresen tativ e ag ain st 
incumbent Bob Hendricks, refused to 
explain which provisions of the Equal 


Rights Amendment he opposes, lest 
he “ lose the support I ve still got “ 
Noting he had been warned that 
most of those present would support 
ERA, Armstrong said he believes the 
voters have the right to know where 
he stands on every issue no m atter 
how unpopular. “ I wanted to be honest 
with you,” he concluded 
Armstrong told the audience he was 
running because “there needs to be 
some changes.” He said there is too 
much government and too much 
spending, adding that he would in­ 
troduce a bill to insure that each piece 
of legislation has a price tag 
Hendricks countered by reminding 
the voters that such legislation has 
been in effect for years. He said the 
representatives are very conscious of 
how much each bill will cost the 
taxpayers. 
“ I want to be your representative,” 
he said. “ I’ve been with you all my 
life, and sometimes I’ve been able to 


IRS Freezes 
Hicks’ Assets 


Joe D. Hicks of Plano, due to be 
sentenced Friday in Judge Eldon 
Mahon’s U.S. District Court in Dallas 
on a narcotics smuggling conviction, 
has been hit with another dose of 
federal problems. 
According to Tom Engle, chief of 
the special procedures staff of the 
Internal Revenue Service in Dallas, 
the IRS has filed a $2.5 million tax lien 
against Hicks and his wife, Janet. 
The IRS is contending that the Hicks 
owe $2,524,231 in income taxes for 
1973, 1974 and 1975. The lien was filed 
in Collin, Dallas and Jack Counties, 
w here 
Hicks 
reportedly 
owns 
property. 
The lien does not say how much 


money Hicks supposedly made during 
the three-year period, but during his 
trial 
last 
month, the prosecution 
contended he made large sums of 
money through the importation of 
heroin and cocaine 
However, throughout the trial, 
Hicks maintained he was not a nar­ 
cotics smuggler and was in financial 
straits. 
The lien, according to Engle, 
freezes the Hicks’ assets—both real 
and personal. 
While Hicks is scheduled to be 
sentenced Friday, his wife still faces 
trial on conspiracy charges in con 
nection with the alleged international 
drug operation

Major Industry 
Planned For City 


A multi million dollar corrugated 
container manufacturing plant will be 
built in Plano by the Georgia Pacific 
Corp., it was revealed Wednesday 
afternoon in New York City 
R E. Flowerree, who succeeds R H 
Pamplin as chairm an 
and 
chief 
executive officer of Georgia Pacific 
on Nov 30, told a special meeting of 
more than 200 financial leaders from 
throughout 
the nation that 
the 
proposed 
plant 
will 
produce 750 
million square feet of corrugated 
shipping containers annually when in 
full production 
To be located on the southwest 
corner of Dallas North Parkway and 
Jupiter Rd . adjacent to the Texas 
Power & Light Co. service building, 
the plant will occupy a 20 acre site and 
will be more than 200.(HM) square feet 
in size 
Approximately IOO people will In* 
employed when the plant opens for 
production, expected to be sometime 
in the middle of next year 
Design engineer for the project is 
Arnold & Burch Inc of Dallas, and the 
architect is C M Boatwright Jr., AIA. 
also of Dallas 
Flowerree also revealed in the NYC 
meeting that other facilities are being 
planned and will push the company’s 
total new capital expenditures to 
approximately $80 million in the near 
future 
Included in the plans are a major 
new chemical manufacturing com 
plex on the Houston ship channel with 
a cumene plant as the first unit, and 
acquisition 
of 
a 
paper 
mill 
at 
Franklin, Ohio, for conversion into a 
felt mill to supply a large new roofing 
plant to be built in the same area 
“ Because earnings are expected to 
reach $200 million in 1976, a year 
ahead of schedule in the current five- 
year program to double results, the 


next program will start a year ahead 
of schedule in 1977, with an earnings 
goal 
of 
$400 
million 
by 
1982,” 
Flowerree stated 
Pamplin, who retires as an officer 
next month at age 65 but remains on 
the board of directors and becomes 
chairm an of its executive committee, 
told the group that the Portland. Ore , 
based company’s outlook today “ is 
brighter than at any time in corporate 
history ” 
He emphasized that in each five 
year period dating back to 1952, sales 


and earnings at G eorgia-Pacific, 
including earnings per share, have 
doubled, and in the current five year 
program 
While 
adm itting 
the 
Plano 
manufacturing facility will be a multi 
million dollar plant, Georgia-Pacific 
officials were reluctant to place a 
dollar amount on construction coats, 
nor would they indicate when con 
struction would liegin

Renner Considers 
Disincorporation 


Renner residents will go to the polls 
in January to decide whether or not 
they want to disincorporate and seek 
annexation by the City of Dallas 
The community has been plagued 
by financial problems during the past 
several months, which resulted in the 
firing of city employes and the entire 
police force, due to budget problems 
In addition, the State Dept 
of 
Health Resources recently con 
demned the Renner water supply, 
saying that it is unfit to drink 
As a result, the residents have held 
several meetings with Dallas officials 
to discuss the possibilities of joining 
the city

George 
Schrader met with several Rennerites 
this week and outlined the minicipal 
services Dallas would provide Hen 
ner, should consolidation

proved 
However, one stum bling 
block appears to tx* the fact that the 
Dallas city tax rate is approximately 
double the current Renner charge 


Schrader's visit follows an August 
meeting between Renner residents 
and Dallas Mayor Robert Folsom, 
who told the group the City of Dallas

facilities, if Renner residents wish to 
purchase the services 
Folsom also said Dallas might be 
willing to annex half of Renner’s 6000 
acres, or to totally absorb 
the 
community, if residents vote to do so 


Although Renner can claim but 
some 500 residents at present, Dallas 
city officials appear interested in 
annexation since several m ajor 
developments are planned for the 
area in the near future

Dear Dr. 
Greenstone, 
My 
child’s 
behavior 
is 
un­ 
controllable. Whenever we say anything to him. he com­ 
plains. argues, and at six years old, even throws temper 
tantrums. W hen we try to leave him with a babysitter so that 
we can go out, he stand in front of the door to block our way. 
My husband never raises his voice and tries to reason with 
him. and explain to him why he must do as he is told. Nothing 
seems to help. Ile is really a good boy. Can you suggest a 
solution? 
Dear Reader, at the onset, let me recommend professional 
assistance in the m atters that you describe above. Dif­ 
ficulties of this magnitude may require outside help to 
achieve successful resolution Problems may exist, not only 
\\ ithin your son. but also in the ways in which you are trying 
to solve the problems. 
Such manipulations on the part of the child as temper 
tantrums, complaining, blocking the doorway, threats, 
making conditions, arguing and the like, are often the result 
of, and m ade worse by. the lack of structure, authority and 
limits in a child side Often when a child does not know what 
lu- can or cannot do within his environment, he will lash out 
in all directions trying to find his boundaries, and the limits 
inside of which he must operate The results may be tan 
trum s or other seemingly uncontrollable behavior If the 
child is unsure of w ho is the "p aren t” and who is the "child" 
in Ins family relationships, similar behavior may result If 
die child finds that 
he can successfully and easily 
manipulate his parents to conform to his wishes, he may 
experience fear and insecurity For a child to feel that he is 
in control of those individuals who are supposed to be caring 
for him. is a frightening prospect Your son knows that he is 
not capable of doing all that he wants to do. and does not 
really want to dec ide for you what you do He may express 
himself in the ways that you have described in desparation. 
He desperately wants to be given some direction, and to feel 
secure in his dependency on you and your husband What 
outwardly seems like an attempt to resist authority, may in 
realitv tic an attempt to evoke an authority in his world who 
cares enough to provide the needed structure in his life 
Tell your husband to "raise his voice” when needed, and 
\ou max net^d to do the sam e at times Firm assertion of 
parental authority is a necessary component in a child’s 
development This may need to be done at various times 
during a child’s early life Such authority may be expressed 
as directly as through the application of a strong hand to the 
child's rear end. or as subtly as through the verbal ex­ 
pression of your anger to the child 
and the setting of 
definite, undisputable limits on his behavior 
Explaining usually accomplishes nothing in these matters 
More often than not. the child has had too many explanations 
alreadv and alreaky knows all of the answers Long talks 
w asteyour time, the child’s, and really do not respond to the* 
problem 
In such situations of confrontation between yourself and 
vour son. let him know through simple expressions of same. 
that you do understand, or at least are trying to understand, 
how he feels He has a right to feel the way he does, and you 
recognize this How ever, expressions of feelings, and refusal 
lo abide by parental guideline's for behavior, are to be 
tolerated on different lev els You may be willing to listen to 
his feelings, but regardless, he must behave within the ac ­ 
ceptable. established limits. Not to do so. mas result in 
parental angel 
fispleasure and even punishment 
This situation is hardly resolvable in the length of this 
column Such problems have been developing, and at six 
years old. have reached serious proportions The solution 
lies in several areas for consideration 
I 
The specific 
emotional problems of your child. 2 ’The child rearing a t­ 
titudes that form the basis of how you respond to your son. 
and 3» The prompt seeking of professional help, and your 
willingness to become involved in whatever is indicated 
\ttitudes and priorities may need to he rearranged Ideas 
and concepts of child-rearing and development may need to 
bt1 learned G reater understanding of your son and your 
selves max need to be gained Skills w ill need to be built, and 
consistently used The end result will be your peace of mind. 
and your son s future
